Supsect: “THE LIVING STONE” 


In the “Living Stone,” one of the two films on 
this program photographed in our beautiful 49th 
state, the camera has entered intimately into the 
life of an Eskimo camp at Cape Dorset on Baffin 
Island, photographing a way of life and social cus- 
toms, recording age-old beliefs as they are conveyed 
in legends and carvings. 

It is the story of ancient fetishism which domi- 
nated the Eskimo’s world. For them a spirit existed in 
every stick and stone, bird or beast. By fashioning 
likenesses of things desired, these nomadic people 
sought to influence the spirits of nature who deter- 
mined whether the people would go hungry or be 
fed, or whether blizzards would rage or the sun 
bring warmth. 

We see, too, Katmayoo—"“a gathering of friends” 
—when as many as possible come to partake of a 
young hunter’s first seal; and feasting and dancing 
before the spirit of the snow, Oklorak, drives away 
the good summer. 

The curtain raiser for this Alaskan program is a 
short film entitled “How to Build an Igloo.” No one 
will be seated after the 7:30 program has begun.

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FRED L. JENNE, Aquatic Biologist on the staff of 
Steinhart Aquarium, is a native Californian born in 
Sacramento and educated in Mill Valley’s Tamal- 
pais High School and Kentfield’s College of Marin. 
He received his Bachelor of Arts degree in biology 
at San Francisco State College. In the same year of 
his graduation (1954), ROTC training whisked him 
into the U.S. Air Force where he remained for the 
following two years. 

Considering his current status, it seems natural 
that he would have been a tropical fish fancier and 
amateur herpetologist. Since as far back as he can 
remember, a host of aquaria cluttered up his family 
home. 


Though employment at Steinhart in 1961 as an 
Aquarist found Fred ridding himself of his personal 
tanks of fancy fish (the demands of those at work 
being quite enough), he still keeps a dozen snakes, 
mostly poisonous, which include a rhinoceros viper, 
a gaboon viper, and a spitting cobra. Another lengthy 
friend is an eight-foot boa constrictor which he has 
had for five years. In 1965, he was appointed Aquatic 
Biologist. 

His interests are varied. He is an active photogra- 
pher, holds a black belt in judo, collects weapons and 
relishes science fiction. He travels California widely 
to camp, skin dive and ski. 

He is fond of classical music, particularly that of 
Russian and German composers. In the near future, 
he hopes to pursue ichthyological and herpetological 
studies in South America and the South Pacific.
